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EDITORIAL  COMMENT 


The  Outlook  for  the  New  Year 

ANOTHER  year  has  passed,  and  the  college  looks 
^  forward  with  hope  and  confidence  to  the  year  just 
beginning.  Much  has  happened  in  the  year  1943,  with 
the  Naval  Unit  established  in  July,  the  atmosphere  and 
routine  of  the  college  has  been  re- 
markably changed.  At  the  same 
time  in  its  essential  features,  the 
character  of  work  done  by  the 
college  continues. 

While  the  Naval  Unit  is  four 
times  the  size  of  the  civilian  stu- 
dents, the  continuity  of  the  college 
work  has  not  been  broken.  More- 
over, the  teachers  express  them- 
selves as  much  gratified  in  the 
character  of  work  which  is  being 
done  under  Naval  regulations.  The 
students  report  regularly  at  their 
classes,  on  time,  and  are  prepared. 
This  is  stimulating  to  the  teachers 
and  sets  a  fine  example  for  the 
civilian  students,  who  of  course 
receive  instruction  in  the  same 
classrooms  and  at  the  same  time 
with  those  in  the  Naval  Unit.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  fine  example  set 
through  the  discipline  required 
by  the  Navy  may  prove  an  in- 
ducement to  the  civilians  to 
overcome  certain  laxities  which 
have  heretofore  obtained.  It  is 
believed  that  the  college  is  ful- 
filling its  mission  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  Government  in  its  training  of  Apprentice 
Seamen. 


The  Fourth  Year  of  the  Alumni  Fund 

THE  fourth  year  of  the  operation  of  the  Alumni 
Fund  has  surpassed  all  its  predecessors.  There  has 
been  a  steady  and  consistent  growth  since  it  was  in- 
augurated. 

This  year  the  Fund  has  already  reached  the  sum  of 
$18,661.30,  which  exceeds  by  more  than  $2,000  the  sum 
realized  last  year.  Moreover,  the  books  will  not  be 
closed  for  several  months  yet,  and  it  may  well  happen 
that  the  present  sum  will  be  substantially  increased 
before  the  final  report  is  made.

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The  amount  contributed  comes  from  840  contributors, 
or  from  nearly  25%  of  the  living  Alumni.  In  a  sense 
by  their  contribution  to  the  Fund  the  Alumni  become 
stockholders  in  their  Alma  Mater,  not  in  the  way  of 
monetary  dividends  to  them,'  but  of  a  far  better  divi- 
dend in  that  they  are  directly  contributing  to  the  great 
work  that  the  college  is,  and  has 
been,  doing  for  nearly  a  century 
and  three  quarters. 

It  must  give  to  each  Alumnus 
who  has  so  contributed  a  feeling 
of  satisfaction  in  that  at  no  real 
personal  sacrifice  to  him,  he  is 
materially  aiding  in  keeping  the 
Lamp  of  Learning  burning  at  this 
time  -  honored  institution  —  and 
burning  even  more  brightly  as  the 
years  pass. 

The  response  of  the  Alumni  to 
this  Fund  shows  a  remarkable  and 
widespread  loyalty — a  loyalty  which 
on  the  percentage  of  our  living 
Alumni  equals,  if  not  exceeds,  that 
shown  by  those  of  any  other 
institution  in  the  country.  There 
could  not  possibly  be  a  more 
valuable  form  of  endowment.  Of 
course,  it  is  hoped  that  the  present 
invested  endowment  may  be  sub- 
stantially increased,  so  as  to  take  up 
the  fluctuation  in  the  Fund  which 
will  naturally  follow  years  of  de- 
pression. If  this  can  be  done,  the 
college  would  then  find  itself  on 
a   safe  and   sound  financial  basis. 


Orleans  Gunner  Downs  Nazi  Plane 
Aiming  Rocket  Guns  at  Fortress 

We  find  from  the  New  Orleans  Tiynes  Picayune  of 
November  25th  the  following  interesting  item  with  re- 
gard to  Staff  Sergeant  Robert  E.  Fry,  of  the  Class  of 
1930.  Sergeant  Fry  has  received  a  Service  Air  Medal 
and  three  Oak  Leaf  Clusters: 

As  a  twin-engined  Nazi  fighter  plane  maneuvered  to 
bring  its  rocket  guns  to  bear  against  his  Flying 
Fortress  during  the  terrific  air  battle  over  Schweinfurt, 
the   New   Orleans   tailgunner   of   the    Fortress   blew   the 
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Nazi  plane  out  of  the  air  with  a  burst  of  deadly  tracer 
bullets. 

The  gunner  was  Staff  Sergeant  Robert  E.  Fry  and  the 
story  of  his  exploit  was  received  here  Friday  from  an 
Eighth  Air  Force  Bomber  Command  station  somewhere 
in  England.  Sergeant  Fry  lived  here  with  his  mother, 
Mrs.  Anna  Fry,  at  I2i7>'2  Marengo  Street. 

Sergeant  Fry,  who  was  35  years  old  when  he  enlisted, 
was  told  that  his  age  would  prevent  him  from  flying, 
but  he  completed  his  training,  passed  all  physical  tests 
and  is  now  a  member  of  a  Flying  Fortress  squadron 
which  is  a  part  of  the  Air  Force. 

A  seasoned  combat  veteran,  Sergeant  Fry  has  two  Nazi 
planes  and  15  attack  missions  over  Nazi  Europe  to  his 
credit.  The  first  plane  he  brought  down  during  a  sky 
battle  over  Emden. 

"The  Nazis  threw  everything  they  had  at  us,"  Sergeant 
Fry  said  in  describing  the  action  over  Schweinfurt. 
"This  double-seater  Nazi  fighter  closed  in  at  4,000  yards, 
apparently  trying  to  get  us  with  his  rocket  guns.  How- 
ever, my  tracers  kindled  a  big  fire  in  one  engine  and  the 
plane  went  into  a  dive,  completely  wrapped  in  flames." 


Publication  of  Hampden-Sydney 
Men  of  Science

The  accompanying  photograph  of  a  Hampden-Sydney 
professor  may  give  the  impression  that  the  Navy  has 
caused  at  least  a  part  of  the  College  to  go  Martian. 

However,  this  is  the  likeness  of  Dr.  W.  Joe  Frierson 
while  he  was  a  graduate  student  at  Cornell  and  engaged 
in  the  study  of  the  properties  and  reactions  of  chlorine 
azide,  which  seems  to  explode  so  readily  under  varying 


conditions  that  the  investigator  must  be  carefully  pro- 
tected. 

The  September,  1943,  issue  of  the  Journal  of  the  Ameri- 
can Chemical  Society  contains  two  articles  which  describe 
the  preparation  and  properties  of  chlorine  azide  and  the 
interaction  of  this  chemical  individual  with  silver  azide. 
The  first  article  is  by  W.  Joe  Frierson,  J.  Kronrad  and 
A.  W.  Browne,  the  latter  a  professor  at  Cornell.  The 
second  article  is  of  joint  authorship,  also,  being  signed 
by  W.  Joe  Frierson  and  A.  W.  Browne. 

Professor  John  H.  Yoe,  of  the  University  of  Virginia, 
has  headed  the  cooperative  efforts  of  teachers  represent- 
ing several  of  the  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  Virginia 
in  their  study  of  analytical  reagents.  At  the  May  meeting 
of  the  Virginia  Academy  of  Science  he  reported  that 
more  than  5,000  organic  compounds  had  been  investi- 
gated. He  stated  that  this  symposium  had  yielded  valu- 
able results  for  those  who  have  sought  better  "trace" 
analyses. 

Two  Hampden-Sydney  men  made  reports:  Dr.  Frier- 
son on  morpholine  as  a  reagent  for  the  detection  and 
determination  of  gold,  and  A.  Letcher  Jones  ('36)  on 
aniz-diani  salacetoneoximehydroxylamine  as  a  new  organic 
reagent  for  the  gravimetric  determination  of  tungstates. 
These  reports  are  printed  in  the  J'irginia  Journal  of 
Science,  May,  1943. 


William  Broadnax  Hopkins 

The  Corpus  Christ i  Times  of  November  17,  1943, 
carried  a  picture  and  a  brief  sketch  of  Judge  William 
Broadnax  Hopkins,  of  the  Class  of  1886.  He  has  served 
the  State  of  Texas  as  judge  of  its  courts  for  51  consecu- 
tive years — 14  years  as  Judge  of  Nueces  County  and 
37  years  as  Judge  of  the  28th  District  Court  of  his  adopted 
state.  Judge  Hopkins  is  the  son  of  the  late  Rev.  Abner 
Crump  Hopkins,  D.  D.,  of  the  Class  of  1855,  and  his 
wife,  Mrs.  Anne  Pleasants  (Atkinson)  Hopkins.  Dr. 
Hopkins  was  a  Chaplain  in  the  Confederate  States 
Army,  officially  connected  with  the  Second  Virginia 
Regiment  but  deeming  all  the  men  of  the  Army  of 
Northern  Virginia  as  under  his  care.  In  the  thick  of 
the  fight,  he  was  always  at  the  front  with  his  canteen  of 
water  and  his  first  aid  supplies,  ministering  to  the  physical 
and  spiritual  needs  of  the  wounded.  Three  of  his  sons 
came  to  Hampden-Sydney  College:  Henry  Laurens 
Hopkins,  1882,  business  man  of  Harlingen,  Texas; 
William  Broadnax  Hopkins,  subject  of  this  notice,  and 
Rev.  Abner  Crump  Hopkins,  Jr.,  D.  D.,  1888,  of  Char- 
lotte Count)',  Va. 

The  Judge  has  maintained  the  tradition  of  his  family. 
He  is  a  learned  lawyer,  a  fearless  man,  a  wise  and  im- 
partial enforcer  of  even-handed  justice,  and  he  enjoys 
the  confidence  of  the  people  and  the  bar  of  his  district. 
The  paper  reports,  among  other  fine  habits  of  the  Judge, 
the  following:  "A  tradition,  honored  principally  in  the 
Federal  Courts,  still  maintains  in  the  old  28th.  During 
trials  and  hearings,  smoking  by  attorneys  and  spectators 
is  barred,  and  the  Court  frowns  on  coatless  visitors." 

From  the  picture,  we  judge  that,  like  Moses  of  old, 
his  eye  is  not  dim  nor  his  natural  force  abated.  Long 
may  his  health  and  strength  abide!

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The  President's  Page 


Dear  Alumni: 

We  are  all  so  grateful  over  the  fourth  Alumni  drive 
that  I  want  to  tell  you  about  that  at  the  very  first. 

I  am  writing  this  letter  on  January  6th.  The  amount 
to  date  is  $18,500.  This  is  about  ^2,000  ahead  of  last 
year.  So  far,  we  have  846  contributors.  We  still  have 
until  April  ist  to  go.  It  will  not  be  a  surprise  if  we  reach 
$20,000.  When  you  stop  to  consider  what  this  amount 
represents  in  the  way  of  interest  on  endowment,  it  is 
almost  the  same  as  increasing  the  Endowment  of  the 
College  by  a  half-million  dollars.  I  do  not  know  how  to 
express  the  gratitude  of  us  all  for  your  part  in  this  splendid 
effort. 

The  work  of  our  V-12  Unit  is  highly  commended  by  the 
Navy.  The  only  problem  we  have  had  has  been  in  the 
matter  of  messing  facilities.  Navy  standards  along  the 
line  of  kitchen  equipment  and  sanitation  are  very  rigid. 
However,  we  are  more  than  willing  to  fulfill  the  require- 
ments of  the  Navy,  up  to  our  financial  capacity,  when 
we  are  told  exactly  what  they  are. 

While  I  am  on  the  subject  of  the  V-12  Unit,  let  me  re- 
peat what  I  have  both  said  and  written  a  number  of  times. 
The  presence  of  the  Unit  does  not  solve  our  financial 
needs.  We  have  been  told  that  we  would  neither  gain 
nor  lose  by  the  transaction.  The  trouble  is  that  we  have 
had  to  make  certain  improvements  at  considerable  cost 
to  the  College.  We  have  no  guarantee  that  the  Navy 
will  reimburse  us  for  this  expenditure. 

The  enrollment  of  civilian  students  continues  about 
the  same.  Owing  to  the  uncertainty  of  the  duration  of 
the  war,  and  certain  changes  in  the  V-12  Unit,  we  are 
now  starting  again  to  increase  this  group,  even  though 
an  increase  would  involve  complications.  As  it  is  now, 
we  are  able  to  have  both  groups  on  much  the  same 
schedule,  and  this  has  been  of  great  help  to  our  faculty 
and  laboratory  equipment.  Any  prospects  that  you  send 
us  we  will  be  grateful  for. 

You  will  be  interested  to  know  that  recently  Dr.  H. 
Tucker  Graham,  former  President  of  the  College,  sent 
us  a  splendid  portrait.  It  is  a  genuine  pleasure  for  the 
College  to  have  it. 

Those  of  you  who  sent  cards  at  Christmas  certainly 
brought  much  personal  joy.  These  cards  came  from  far 
and  distant  places.  Please  keep  in  mind  the  fact  that 
you  are  constantly  in  our  thoughts  and  prayers,  espe- 
cially those  with  the  armed  forces. 

At  the  close  of  this  semester,  we  will  have  very  few 
old  boys  left  in  College.  However,  Hampden-Sydney 
remains  and  is  constantly  trying  to  plan  for  the  days 
that  lie  ahead.

Through  the  liberality  of  the  late  Mr.  James  Sprunt, 
of  Wilmington,  N.  C,  the  Union  Theological  Seminary

The  speaker  must  be  a 
scholar  of  approved  standing 
and  of  established  reputation 
III  the  subject  of  his  lectures. 
The  speaker  for  the  current 
session  (January  30-February 
5,  1944)  will  be  Professor 
Denison  Maurice  Allan,  B.  A., 
A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  who  since  1923 
has  been  head  of  the  De- 
partment of  Philosophy  and 
Psychology  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  College. 
Dr.  Allan  needs  no  introduction  to  Hampden-Sydney's 
Alumni;  for,  since  he  entered  college  in  the  fall  of  1912, 
he  has  been  well  known  on  the  campus  and  to  the  com- 
munity. As  student  and  teacher,  wherever  he  has  been, 
he  has  taken  high  rank,  and  he  is  widely  known  in  edu- 
cational and  scientific  circles.  He  is  past  president  of 
the  Virginia  Academy  of  Science,  is  a  member  of  the 
Southern  Society  of  Psychology  and  Philosophy,  and  of 
the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science. 
The  general  subject  of  Dr.  Allan's  lectures,  as  given 
in  The  Union  Theological  Seminary  Bulletin,  will  be 
"Science,  Personality  and  Christianity."

With  President  Gammon  on  the  platform  were  Dean 
David  C.  Wilson,  Dr.  F.  S.  Johns,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  Lieutenant  George  H.  Howe,  commander  of 
the  \'-i2  unit,  Captain  T.  R.  Cooley,  of  the  U.  S.  Navy, 
and  Governor  Darden. 

Doctor  Johns  spoke  in  optimistic  vein  of  the  present 
situation  of  the  College,  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  viewed 
it,  and  of  the  future  of  the  institution.  Lieutenant  Howe 
complimented    the    men    who   were    graduating    and    ex- 


pressed his  satisfaction  over  the  way  Hampden-Sydney 
was  handling  the  V-12  program.  Captain  Cooley  reminded 
the  audience  that  the  awarding  of  a  V-12  unit  to  an 
institution  was  on  merit.  He  expressed  the  hope  to  the 
graduates  that  "their  descendants  would  not  have  to 
graduate  under  the  circumstances  attending  them  at  this 
hour." 

Governor  Darden  announced  that  he  was  not  making  a 
set  speech;  that  he  wished  to  say  just  a  few  things  to  the 
outgoing  men  in  an  informal  way  and,  remembering  the 
injunction  to  preachers  that  "no  souls  are  saved  after 
twenty  minutes,"  he  would  be  brief.  He  said  that  he 
had  just  one  point  to  stress,  viz.:  that  the  seniors  always 
remember  future  peace  depended  upon  a  proper  show  of 
force.  "America  must  join  with  other  nation  to  make 
the  waging  of  war  unnecessary.  We  must,  unitedly,  be 
strong  enough  to  stop  aggression  and  to  punish  would-be 
aggressors."  The  speaker  emphasized  that  there  must 
be  no  "scrapping  of  fighting  craft"  as  was  done  after 
World  War  I,  but  that  all  branches  of  the  armed  forces 
must  remain  strong  for  many  years  to  come.  The  Gover- 
nor paid  tribute  to  the  "sound  doctrine"  taught  in 
colleges  like  Hampden-Sydne)'  and  congratulated  the 
seniors  upon  receiving  degrees  from  such  an  institution.

The  Battalion_Prepares for  Inspection  in  "Death  Valley' 
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H.-S.  Boys  of  1776-1778

It  is  well  known  that  a  company  of  Hampden-Sydney 
students  entered  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  It  is  not 
known  that  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  news  of 
the  Declaration  of  Independence  on  July  4,  1776,  the 
Hampden-Sydney  students  formed  the  first  student 
military  company  in  the  Colonies.  This  was  in  July 
of  that  year. 

In  his  History  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Student  Military 
Company  (now  in  manuscript)  Dr.  Eggleston  makes  this 
claim,  and  the  further  claim  that,  as  far  as  is  known, 
it  was  the  first  student  company  to  enter  the  war. 

At  the  request  of  the  Editor  of  the  Alumni  Record, 
Dr.  Eggleston  has  furnished  two  of  his  sketches  of  stu- 
dents who  were  in  this  company.  It  should  be  explained 
to  our  readers  that  in  September,  1777,  Governor  Patrick 
Henry  called  on  several  counties  in  the  Commonwealth 
to  send  a  company  of  soldiers  to  defend  Williamsburg 
(then  the  capital)  against  a  threatened  invasion  by  the 
British.  The  Hampden-Sydney  students  had  been  drill- 
ing for  over  a  year,  having  in  July,  1776,  established 
a  regular  muster  to  learn  the  arts  of  war.  They  called 
themselves  the  "H.  S.  Boys,"  and  had  their  distinctive 
uniform,  with  purple  shirts  and  coonskin  caps. 

When  the  governor's  call  came,  they  promptly  re- 
quested the  privilege  of  responding,  and  became  known 
officially  as  Prince  Edward  Company  No.  I.  They 
marched  to  Williamsburg  and  remained  there  six  weeks; 
and  were  publicly  thanked  by  the  governor.  In  1778, 
they  marched  to  Petersburg. 

Dr.  Eggleston  has  given  all  the  facts  that  he  has  been 
able  to  find:  How  the  company  came  to  be  formed; 
its  officers;  with  sketches  of  53  students,  embracing 
their  home  backgrounds;  their  experiences  in  the  war; 
their  occupations  after  the  war;  in  fact,  life  sketches. 
The  early  records  of  the  College  have  been  lost,  and  the 
names  of  these  53  (out  of  a  total  of  no)  have  been 
found  by  Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Bagby  (published  in  his  General 
Catalogue);  by  Dr.  A.  J.  Morrison  (in  his  Dictionary 
of  Biography);  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Morton,  and  by  Dr. 
Eggleston. 

Horatio  Turpin 

1755-1826 

Horatio  Turpin  has  been  mentioned  in  Wade  Mosby's 
deposition.  William  Morgan,  of  Prince  Edward  County, 
in  a  deposition  made  in  1832,  stated  that  he  (Morgan), 
"In  April,  1780,  joined  a  troop  of  cavalry  from  Powhatan 
County,  commanded  by  Capt.  Littleberry  Mosby  and 
Lts.  Horatio  Turpin  and  Wade  Mosby."  .  .  .  "The  troop," 
he  said,  "proceeded  by  way  of  Richmond,  Williamsburg, 
and  Bottom's  Bridge  on  Chickahominy  to  Petersburg, 
being  joined  meanwhile  by  a  cavalry  troop  from  Din- 
widdle.'"' 

Descendants  of  Horatio  Turpin  state  that  he  was  a 
member  of  the  "H.  S.  Boys."  He  was  born  in  Powhatan 
County  (then  Cumberland)  April  13,  1755,  ^^d  entered 
Hampden-Sydney  in  1776  or  1777.  He  was,  therefore, 
among   the   fortunate   sixty-five   to   march   to    Williams- 


burg, or  to  Petersburg,  or  to  both.  During  the  war, 
according  to  family  records,  he  raised  a  company  of 
cavalry,  and  went  to  Petersburg  and  covered  the  retreat 
when  General  Phillips  was  in  charge  of  the  British.  Mrs. 
Nannie  Chambers  Abbett,  of  Louisville,  Kentucky, 
wrote  :- 

My  grandfather  lived  in  Powhatan  County  about  twenty  miles 
from  Richmond,  on  the  James  River,  and  came  to  Kentucky  in  1820, 
settling  on  a  large  plantation  in  Gallatin  County,  where  my  mother 
was  born.  .  .  I  have  several  pieces  of  furniture  from  there,  one  a  hand- 
some old  handmade  and  carved  sideboard,  which  was  brought  from 
V'irginia  over  the  mountains  by  wagon.   .  . 

They  (the  family)  came  in  the  fall;  my  Uncle  Virginius,  a  small 
boy,  rode  behind  him  (my  grandfather),  when  tired  of  the  carriage, 
and  my  Aunt  Harriet  was  only  three  weeks  old  when  they  started. 
I  still  have  the  little  kettle  that  her  milk  was  warmed  in.  I  also  have 
an  ivory  miniature  of  my  grandfather,  set  in  gold  and  worn  by  my 
grandmother  as  a  breastpin.^ 

Horatio  Turpin's  father  was  Thomas  Turpin  II,  and 
his  mother  was  Mary  Jefferson,  an  aunt  of  President 
Thomas  Jefferson.  Horatio  Turpin  married,  on  March  30, 
1803,  Mary  A.  Bancroft. 

About  1 819,  he  went  to  Kentucky  on  an  inspection 
tour,  with  the  purpose  of  purchasing  land  and  settling. 
He  found  in  Gallatin  County  what  he  wished,  and  pur- 
chased a  large  tract  about  seven  miles  from  the  Ohio 
River.  He  then  returned  to  Virginia,  and  in  the  spring 
of  1820  went  back  to  Kentucky  with  a  large  number  of 
his  servants,  cleared  and  cultivated  the  land,  built  cabins 
for  his  servants,  burnt  the  brick  and  established  his  seat, 
which  he  named  "Beech  Park."  In  the  fall  of  1820  he 
took  his  family  and  house  servants  to  Kentucky.  He 
died  on  October  8,  1826,  leaving  his  widow  and  ten 
children  with  an  ample  estate.'' 

One  of  Horatio  Turpin's  daughters,  Mary  Elizabeth, 
married  Jesse  D.  Bright,  of  Kentucky,  who  was  a  class- 
mate of  Jefferson  Davis  at  Transylvania  LIniversity,  and 
who,  when  in  the  United  States  Senate,  was  expelled 
from  that  body  for  addressing  a  letter  to  his  old  class- 
mate as  "President  Davis." 

Clement  Read 

1759-1781 

Col.  Clement  Read,  Jr.,  of  "Ash  Camp,"  Lunenburg 
(now  Charlotte)  County,  was  born  in  1736;  in  1757 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Col.  John  Nash,  and  died 
in  1770 — only  34  years,  seven  months  old.  Yet,  says 
Alice  (Read)  Rouse,  "He  was  surveyor,  lawyer,  planter, 
builder,  statesman,  and  churchman."  Col.  and  Mrs. 
Read  had  five  children,  four  sons  and  one  daughter.  The 
four  sons  attended  Hampden-Sydney,  two  of  them  in 
1776-1778,  and  the  others  later. 

It  is  shown  in  the  account  of  Col.  Thomas  Read,  exec- 
utor of  Col.  Clement's  estate,  that  the  two  sons  at 
Hampden-Sydney   in    1776-1778   were   Clement   III    and

Our  curiosity  is  whetted  by  the  first  and  third  items. 
What  was  the  money  for,  that  was  paid  James  Venable, 
a  trustee  of  the  Academy.''  The  most  interesting  item 
is  the  one  of  August  20,  1777:  Cash  paid  for  Clement 
III,  "when  (he)  was  ordered  down  as  one  of  the  Division 
from  Prince  Edward;"  ordered  as  one  of  the  student 
company  to  march  to  Williamsburg.  Were  the  ten 
pounds,  four  shillings  for  his  equipment,  or  for  pocket 
money,  or  for  both;  or  for  contingent  expenses.'  Cer- 
tainly her  teen-age  boy  was  being  cared  for  by  his  mother, 
who  would  see  to  it  that  the  lad  should  not  be  embar- 
rassed for  funds.  He  was  born  June  13,  1759,  and  so 
was  18  years  old  when  the  governor's  call  came. 

From  the  Williamsburg  trip  he  returned  to  the  Academy, 
as  can  be  seen  from  the  executor's  account.  But  in  1779, 
now  20  years  old,  he  was  regularly  enlisted.  Gwathmey 
lists  him  as  "Lieut,  of  a  Va.  Reg.  in  1779;  died  in  service, 
date  unknown.  Awarded  2,666  acres. "^  Alice  (Read) 
Rouse  states  that  "As  1st  Lieut,  of  the  4th  Va.  Con- 
tinental Line,  of  which  his  Uncle  Isaac  had  been  in 
command,  he  was  ordered  to  duty  in  Richmond.  There, 
August,  1 78 1,  he  died  in  the  Army,  aged  twenty-two  and 
unmarried."*  In  the  Charlotte  County  Will  Book  is 
this  record:^ 

Mary  Read,  jr.,  produced  (a)  codicil  dated  Oct.  10,  1780,  as  taken 
from  attached  letter,  etc.  "As  for  my  will,  Mama,  'tis — that  (should 
I  not  survive  the  campaign)  you  should  have  half  my  little  all,  forever, 
my  sister  half  the  remainder,  and  the  quarter  remaining  to  be  divided 
between  my  brothers.  That  is  my  inclination  tho'  the  distribution  be 
so  very  intrinsick. 

"No  more.  Mama,  but  remain  your  very  loving  and  affectionate 
Son,  Clement  Read." 

Heitman  has  this  record,  "Read,  Clement,  first  lieut., 
4th  Va.,  died  in  the  service  at  Richmond.  Date  unknown." 
Edmund  Read  certified  "that  Clement  Read  was  an 
officer  in  Major  John  Nelson's  Corps  of  Cavalry,  raised 
for  the  State  of  Virginia  and  that  he  continued  as  such 
in  said  Corps  until  he  died  August,  1781  ";  and  a  warrant 
for  2,666  and  2/3d  acres  was  issued  to  John  Read,  eldest

brother    and    heir-at-law   of   Lieutenant    Clement    Read, 
deceased.    Issue  December  21,  1782. i^ 

He  was  cut  down  when  on  the  threshold  of  a  life  of 
great  promise;  an  affectionate  son  and  brother.  We  do 
not  know,  but  we  may  safely  surmise  that  his  mother 
would  not  have  permitted  his  body  to  rest  anywhere 
except  at  the  home  in  Charlotte  County,  where  she 
might  during  her  lifetime  be  near  him,  and  give  his 
grave  her  loving  care.  Her  father-in-law.  Col.  Clement 
Read  I,  had,  in  his  day,  been  one  of  the  most  influential 
and  useful  citizens  of  Virginia.  Her  husband.  Col.  Clement 
II,  had  given  every  promise  of  a  life  of  equal  usefulness, 
and  she  had  seen  him  struck  down  by  death  in  the  early 
days  of  his  married  life.  Doubtless  she  had  looked 
forward  to  the  time  when  her  first-born,  Clement  HI, 
would  parallel  the  distinguished  career  of  the  grand- 
father, and  fill  out  the  life  of  the  father — a  life  of  such 
brilliant  promise. 

And  now  her  eldest  boy  had  been  taken,  and  that, 
too,  just  seven  months  after  a  younger  son,  Harrison, 
had  died  when  only  16 — a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney. 
She  lived  until  October,  1812,  seeing  her  three  remaining 
children  happily  married  and  successful. 

"Our  thoughts  are  with  the  dead;  with  them 
We  live  in  long-pass'd  years." 


Dr.  Clarence  B.Wallace  and  His  Racquet 

The  Nashville  Banner  of  November  9,  1943,  carried  a 
striking  picture  of  Dr.  C.  B.  Wallace  and  his  tennis 
racquet,  both  of  ancient  vintage  but  neither  showing 
signs  of  decrepitude.  The  racquet  is  59  years  old,  but 
is  still  in  perfect  condition  having  been  restrung  but 
once  since  Dr.  Wallace  has  owned  it.  The  good  Doctor 
is  of  sturdy  Scotch-Irish  stock,  is  an  alumnus  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College  and  of  the  LTniversity  of  Virginia,  and 
as  teacher  and  guide  of  youth  has  had  a  record  of  useful- 
ness and  honor  rarely  equalled  in  his  profession. 

From  1884  to  1942  he  taught  with  marked  success, 
for  fifty-six  years  of  this  period  principal  of  the  Wallace 
University  School  in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  he  has  been 
a  marked  man  in  the  city  of  his  adoption.  Retired  now 
from  the  duties  of  the  schoolroom,  he  is  still  a  fine 
example  of  the  useful  citizen,  the  genial  friend,  and  the 
Christian  gentleman. 

Doctors  Have  Varied  Outside  Interests 

This  is  the  heading  of  an  interesting  article  which 
appeared  in  the  Richmond  News-Leader  of  September  16, 
1943.  It  states  that  prominent  physicians  often  ride 
"hobbies"  for  relaxation  and  pleasure.  At  the  head  of 
the  article  is  a  picture  of  Dr.  Wyndham  B.  Blanton,  '10, 
standing  before  a  table  and  cabinet  on  which  are  shown 
relics  of  early  Egyptian  medicine.  Another  alumnus  of 
Hampden-Sydney  is  mentioned  by  way  of  proving  the 
author's  thesis.  This  is  Dr.  David  C.  jMorton,  of  the 
Class  of  1898,  who  has  now  retired  from  active  practice 
and  devotes  considerable  time  to  cabinet  making,  and 
designs  and  makes  coffee  and  tea  tables  for  his  friends. 
The  statement  is  made  that  "Morton  pieces  are  prized 
possessions  in  many  Richmond  homes."  Many  other 
medical  men  are  mentioned  whose  "hobbies  range  all 
the  way  from  collecting  match  boxes  ...  to  raising 
chickens." 
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Hampden -Sydney  in  September,  1890

IN  the  fall  of  1890,  two  boys  (one  of  whom  was  the 
writer)  who  had  never  been  to  college  before,  accom- 
panied by  the  older  brother  of  one  of  them  who  had 
been  there  the  year  before,  arrived  at  Hampden-Sydney 
after  having  been  brought  from  Farmville  either  in  Walker 
Crawley's  hack  or  Dunkum's  hack — think  it  was  Walker 
Crawley's — having  been  jolted  for  seven  miles  over  a 
dirt  road  and  after  having  had  pointed  out  to  us,  about 
a  mile  and  a  half  or  two  miles  before  we  reached  the 
College,  the  remains  of  an  old  building  which  was  what 
was  left  of  Dr.  Mettauer's  Medical  School. 

We  had  been  assigned  a  room  in  the  college  building 
before  we  arrived,  but  there  was  no  furniture  in  the 
room,  so  we  each  spent  the  night  with  some  one  who  had 
furniture.  I  remember  that  I  spent  the  night  in  a  room 
at  Hunt's  boarding  house. 

The  College  in  those  days  consisted  of  the  single  build- 
ing which  is  now  called  Cushing  Hall,  the  President's 
house,  now  used  by  the  Navy  as  headquarters,  the 
College  Church,  and  one  other  building  one  hundred  yards 
away  owned  by  the  College  and  rented  to  a  Mr.  Hunt, 
on  condition  that  he  furnish  table  board  for  those  stu- 
dents who  desired  it,  at  ^10.00  a  month.  The  building 
was  then  divided,  and  I  suppose  it  still  is,  into  four  pas- 
sages. The  two  end  passages,  the  first  passage  and  the 
fourth  passage,  contained  four  rooms  on  each  of  the 
four  floors.  The  second  and  third  passages,  however, 
had  rooms  only  on  one  side  of  the  passage,  two  rooms  to 
a  floor.  The  first  floor,  between  the  second  and  third 
passages,  was  all  one  big  room  with  a  stage  at  one  end 
and  benches  arranged  sloping  toward  the  stage,  and  had 
an  entrance  from  both  the  second  and  third  passages, 
and  was  known  as  the  Chapel.  On  the  third  floor,  above 
the  Chapel,  were  two  rooms  entered  only  from  the 
second  passage,  the  front  one  of  which  was  the  physical 
laboratory  and  classroom,  and  the  rear  room  was  the 
Chemical  Laboratory,  these  being  presided  over  by  Pro- 
fessor Holladay.  The  fourth  floor  was  divided  into  two 
rooms  entered  only  from  the  second  passage.  The  front 
one  of  these  was  the  hall  of  the  Philanthropic  Literary 
Society,  and  the  rear  room  was  the  hall  of  the  LInion 
Literary  Society,  and  there  was  no  connecting  door  be- 
tween these  rooms.  The  walls  of  each  of  these  rooms 
were  lined  with  bookcases  holding  the  libraries  of  these 
two  literary  societies.  The  other  classrooms  were  also 
in  this  building.  All  the  rooms  in  the  college  building 
not  otherwise  mentioned  were  students'  rooms,  two 
students  to  a  room. 

As  I  remember  it.  President  Mcllwaine  (Old  Neb), 
Professor  of  Bible  and  Moral  Philosophy,  had  his  class- 
room on  the  first  floor,  front  corner  room  to  the  right 
as  one  entered  the  first  passage  from  the  front.  Im- 
mediately above  this  room,  on  the  second  floor,  was  the 
Latin  and  German  classroom,  presided  over  by  Professor 
Walter  Blair  (Old  Profey).  The  Mathematics  class- 
room, presided  over  by  Professor  James  R.  Thornton 
(Old  Jim),  was  formed  by  having  removed  the  partition 


between  the  two  rooms  on  the  right  of  the  first  floor  as 
you  entered  the  second  passage.  The  first  floor  rear 
corner  room  on  the  fourth  passage  was  the  English, 
History  and  Political  Economy  classroom,  presided  over 
by  Professor  John  Bell  Henneman  (Old  Jack),  and  the 
corner  room  immediately  in  front  of  that  was  the  French 
and  Greek  room,  presided  over  by  Professor  Henry  C. 
Brock  (Old  Pete). 

No  furniture  was  furnished  students.  They  bought 
their  own,  mostly  furniture  used  by  former  students  and 
sold  to  a  store  about  two  or  three  hundred  yards  away 
from  the  College  on  the  main  road.  Each  room  contained 
a  fireplace.     I  think  the  andirons  were  furnished. 

The  morning  after  we  arrived  at  college,  we  bought 
our  furniture — a  double  bed,  washstand,  a  bowl  and 
pitcher,  a  jar,  a  soap  dish,  a  wooden  water  bucket  and 
dipper,  a  bureau,  a  table,  and  two  chairs,  a  fire  shovel 
and  a  pair  of  tongs,  an  axe  and  a  wood  horse,  a  glass 
lamp  and  a  paper  shade  fixed  on  wire  to  hang  over  the 
chimney  of  the  lamp,  a  gallon  of  kerosene  in  a  can,  a 
lantern,  a  wooden  wash  tub  which  we  usually  kept  under 
the  bed,  and  a  tin  pan  with  a  long  handle  to  heat  the 
water  for  our  baths.  There  was  no  plumbing  in  the 
College,  but  a  walk  of  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  along 
a  crooked  path  down  into  the  woods  brought  one  to  a 
building  which  was  built  across  a  small  stream.  This 
building,  along  with  the  wash  tub  under  the  bed,  furnished 
our  entire  toilet  facilities.  There  were  no  outside  lights 
anywhere  on  the  campus,  hence  the  lantern. 

Behind  the  College  was  a  well,  two  buckets  on  a  wind- 
lass, and  we  went  to  the  well  for  our  water.  We  also 
bought  eight  cords  of  wood,  two  of  pine  and  six  of  oak, 
which  we  had  stacked  in  the  wood  lot  directly  behind 
the  College.  Each  room  had  its  own  space  marked  off 
for  the  eight  cords  of  wood.  We  cut  our  wood  into  fire- 
place length,  carried  it  to  our  room  on  the  third  floor  by 
means  of  the  wood  horse,  which  was  a  mechanism  very 
much  like  a  hod  with  the  front  end  knocked  out.  We 
also  carried  up  the  chips.  If  we  cut  any  considerable 
amount  of  wood  in  any  one  day,  we  stacked  it  in  the 
hall  outside  our  room  door,  and  the  chips  we  usually 
kept  in  the  tub  under  the  bed.  When  the  weather  got 
cold  and  we  needed  the  fire  in  the  morning,  we  always 
covered  the  coals  with  ashes  when  we  went  to  bed  at 
night,  and  by  throwing  a  few  chips  on  in  the  morning, 
before  we  put  the  wood  on,  we  quickly  had  a  good  fire. 
For  a  wardrobe,  we  had  hooks  on  the  wall  where  we 
could  hang  hats  and  overcoats,  but  most  of  our  clothes 
were  kept  either  in  the  bureau  drawers  or  in  our  trunks. 
There  were  two  janitors  who  brought  to  each  room  one 
bucket  of  water  every  morning,  made  the  beds,  swept 
the  room,  and  emptied  the  wash  water  once  a  day.  This 
was  the  only  service  furnished  by  the  College.  We  took 
our  meals  at  Hunt's. 

In  front  of  the  College  was  a  wooden  belfry  about 
eight  feet  high,  with  a  large  bell  in  it  which  was  rung 
at  ten  minutes  before  the  hour,  and  on  the  hour,  from 
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eight  o'clock  in  the  morning  until  five  in  the  afternoon, 
by  one  or  the  other  of  the  two  janitors,  John  Evans, 
who  took  care  of  the  first  and  second  passages,  and 
Stokes  Brown  who  took  care  of  the  third  and  fourth 
passages. 

Breakfast  was  at  eight  o'clock.  All  the  students  as- 
sembled in  the  Chapel  at  nine  o'clock,  when  President 
Mcllwaine  called  the  roll  of  the  whole  student  body, 
after  which  we  sang  a  hymn,  heard  a  passage  of  Scrip- 
ture read,  and  listened  to  a  prayer.  This  occupied  approxi- 
mately ten  minutes,  and  those  who  had  nine  o'clock 
classes  reported  to  them  immediately  afterwards.  The 
morning  classes  met  on  the  hour — nine,  ten,  eleven,  and 
■twelve.  From  one  to  two  was  dinner,  and  the  afternoon 
classes  met  at  two  and  at  three  o'clock,  respectively,  all 
classes  being  over  at  four  o'clock — so  we  had  time  to 
cut  our  wood  before  supper. 

We  had  no  classes  on  Saturday.  Friday  night  was  the 
night  for  the  meeting  of  the  literary  societies,  and  every 
student  in  the  College  belonged  to  one  or  the  other  of 
the  literary  societies  and  was  fined  by  the  Society  if  he 
were  absent  from  a  meeting,  unless  he  could  present  the 
excuse  that  he  was  sick  in  bed  or  that  he  had  been  allowed 
to  leave  the  College  with  permission  of  the  President. 
The  societies  met  at  about  half  past  seven,  and  usually 
adjourned  between  half  past  eleven  and  twelve  o'clock, 
having  long  programs  which  consisted  of  declamations, 
readings,  debates,  and  orations.  Each  Society  offered 
three  medals,  a  Freshman  declaimers  medal,  a  Sophomore 
.  debaters  medal,  and  a  Senior  orators  medal,  and  at  each 
meeting  of  the  Society  there  was  a  chance  given  to  as 
many  Freshmen  as  wished  to  make  a  declamation  or  to 
as  many  Sophomores  as  wished  to  contest  for  the  de- 
baters medal  and  to  as  many  Seniors  as  desired  to 
make  orations,  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  these  societies 
in  the  spring  the  winners  of  these  medals  were  decided 
by  popular  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Society  who  had 
listened  to  the  efforts  of  the  contestants  during  the  year. 

The  meeting  places  of  the  fraternities  were  also  rooms 
in  the  college  building.  The  rooms  used  as  fraternity 
rooms  had  an  extra  door  which  opened  outward,  while 
the  door  of  the  room  opened  inward,  so  that  both  doors 
could  be  closed  when  the  fraternity  was  having  its  secret 
meeting,  insuring  more  privacy  than  otherwise.  Beta 
and  Phi  Gamma  Delta  had  rooms  on  the  first  passage. 
The  Kappa  Sigma  room  was  on  the  third  passage,  and 
the  Chi  Phi,  Phi  Kappa  Psi,  and  the  Pi  Kappa  Alpha 
rooms  were  on  the  fourth  passage.  The  fraternities  held 
their  regular  meetings  on  Saturday  night,  and  usually 
had  some  kind  of  a  feed,  and  if  a  fraternity  had  decided 
to  be  very  economical  and  not  prepare  a  spread  it  usually 
resulted  in  a  small  collection  being  taken  up,  after  the 
regular  meeting  was  over,  and  two  fellows  being  sent  up 
to  the  store  to  wake  up  Edgar  Venable,  who  slept  over 
the  store,  and  get  potted  ham,  sardines,  crackers,  canned 
pineapple,  and  small  cakes,  with  which  the  fellows  usually 
managed  to  have  a  pretty  good  feed,  after  all. 

Besides  Hunt's  boarding  house,  a  number  of  families 
who  lived  on  the  campus  furnished  meals  for  students 
who  felt  able  to  pay  more  than  the  $10.00  a  month 
charged  at  Hunt's,  and  also  rented  rooms  to  students 
who  were  unable  to  get  rooms  in  the  college  building. 
The  chief  of  these  boarding  places  at  that  time  were 
Major  Venable's  and  Mrs.  Carrington's,  although  a  few 
students  took  their  meals  at  Professor  Holladay's,  and 
one  or  two  had  rooms  there. 


The  students  were  required  to  attend  Church  services 
on  Sunday,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month  to 
answer  to  the  Chapel  roll  by  saying  how  many  times 
they  had  missed  church  the  previous  month.  This 
information,  along  with  the  number  of  absences  from 
Chapel,  was  placed  on  the  monthly  report  card,  along 
with  the  grades  made  on  the  various  subjects.  These 
grades,  in  the  order  of  their  excellence,  were  Excellent, 
Very  Good,  Good,  Fair,  Poor,  Bad,  and  Very  Bad,  and 
these  reports  were  sent  monthly  to  our  parents,  with 
any  comments  which  the  President  might  desire  to  make 
about  us,  at  the  bottom  of  the  report. 

We  had  two  terms,  one  closing  with  the  fall  examina- 
tions given  just  before  the  Christmas  holidays,  and  the 
other  one  closing  at  Commencement  in  June.  There 
were  no  such  things  in  those  days  as  week-end  visits 
home,  except  for  a  few  students  who  lived  in  Richmond 
or  Petersburg  and  could  go  home  on  the  train  on  Friday 
afternoon  and  get  back  in  time  for  classes  on  Monday. 
But  the  majority  of  us  went  to  College  in  September, 
stayed  till  Christmas,  returned  after  Christmas  and 
stayed  until  Commencement  was  over  in  June.  There 
was  one  day  holiday  at  Thanksgiving,  and  that  was  the 
only  holiday  during  the  year  except  the  Christmas  vaca- 
tion, except  that,  on  account  of  the  fact  that  there  were 
no  sidewalks  or  pavements  between  the  College  and  the 
post  office  and  the  stores  which  stood  in  a  row  on  the 
east  side  of  the  road — Venable's  Store,  Eggleston's  Drug 
Store,  and  Hart's  Store — one  day  in  the  spring  of  '91 
the  whole  College  was  given  a  holiday,  and  the  students 
and  the  professors  together  built  a  cinder  walk  from 
the  front  of  the  College  up  to  the  main  road. 

For  exercise,  there  were  numerous  tennis  courts,  each 
one  of  which  in  some  way  belonged  to  four  students 
who  played  on  them  regularly  in  the  fall  and  in  the 
spring.  By  virtue  of  joining  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  we  also 
had  the  privilege  of  using  the  Seminary  Gymnasium, 
located  behind  the  Seminary  (later  moved  to  Richmond), 
which  occupied  a  building  very  similar  to  Cushing  Hall, 
which  was  located  on  another  road  at  right  angles  to 
the  main  road,  coming  back  into  that  road  just  about 
Hart's  Store  and  extending  some  distance  in  a  direction 
parallel  to  the  college  building.  This  road  was  known 
as  the  Via  Sacra,  and  had  some  semblance  of  sidewalk 
along  one  side  of  it.  Along  that  road,  besides  the  Semi- 
nary, were  the  houses  of  a  number  of  College  and  Semi- 
nary professors,  the  Seminary  library,  and  Mrs.  Carring- 
ton's boarding  house. 

The  President's  house  was  directly  in  front  of  the 
college  building,  separated  from  it  by  a  slight  ravine, 
and  the  side  of  this  house  was  parallel  to  the  main  road. 
The  College  Church  and  the  three  stores  which  I  men- 
tioned, in  one  of  which  the  post  office  was  located,  were 
directly  across  the  road  from  the  President's  house.  The 
only  professors  who  did  not  live  on  the  Via  Sacra  were 
Professor  Holladay,  whose  house  was  almost  back  of  the 
College,  and  Professor  Brock,  whose  house  was  down 
back  of  the  church,  beyond  a  small  piece  of  woods. 

This  is  the  picture  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  in  the 
fall  of  1890,  when  the  Class  of  '93  was  a  Sophomore  class. 
These  two  boys  became  members  of  the  Class  of  '93  by 
taking  Sophomore  entrance  examinations,  so  that  when 
they  graduated  in  June,  '93,  they  received  their  A.  B. 
degrees  with  only  three  years  residence  in  College. 

The  Sophomore  Class  in  '90-'9i  numbered  fifty — of 
whom  fifteen  are  still  living  (November,  1943).    Sixteen 
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received  the  degree  of  A.   B.  in  '93,  and  of  those,  nine 
are  still  living.

An  Alumnus  Wins  Highest  Scout  Honor 

(A'faterial  furnished  by  the  Editor  of 
The  Farmville  Herald,  J.  B.\rrye  W.^ll) 

The  Silver  Beaver,  the  highest  honor  conferred  by  the 
Boy  Scouts  of  America,  has  been  awarded  to  Rev.  Taylor 
Morton,  '17,  Pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  Churches  at 
La  Fayette  and  Chickamauga,  Ga.  It  is  given  in  recogni- 
tion of  distinguished  service  to  boyhood.  Air.  Morton 
has  organized  Boy  Scout  troops  in  both  of  his  churches; 
both  troops  are  at  full  strength,  and  among  them  are 
many  Eagle  Scouts.  Fifty  of  those  trained  by  Mr.  Morton 
are  now  with  the  armed  forces  in  North  Africa. 

Mr.  Morton  is  a  son  of  the  late  Mr.  Lee  W.  Morton, 
Class  of  1885.  His  mother  (nee  Pettus)  is  still  alive,  to 
whom  The  Record  offers  congratulations  for  this  de- 
served honor  to  her  son,  an  honor  which  reflects  credit, 
too,  upon  his  Alma  Mater.  For  no  greater  honor  can 
come  to  a  man  than  to  be  recognized  as  a  friend  and 
leader  of  boys. 

Dr.  J.  Leighton  Stuart 

A  good  sketch  of  this  distinguished  alumnus  of  the 
Class  of  1896  may  be  found  in  the  Presbyterian  of  the 
South  of  September  8,  1943. 

He  was  born  in  Hangchow,  China,  in  1876,  was  edu- 
cated at  Hampden-Sydney  College,  and  at  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia,  and  returned  to  China 
in  1905  as  a  missionary.  In  1919,  he  became  President 
of  \  enching  University — an  institution  formed  by  the 
union  of  Peking  University  and  the  North  China  College 
for  Women.  Under  his  guidance  the  LTniversity  was 
greatly  strengthened  scholastically  and  financially.  The 
new  buildings  were  erected  outside  the  walls  of  Peking 
in  surroundings  suitable  and  beautiful. 

Dr.  Stuart  is  widely  known  as  a  linguist  and  scholar. 
He  is  the  author  of  a  commentary  in  Chinese  of  the 
Book  of  Revelations;  he  has  compiled  a  Chinese-English 
Dictionary  of  the  New  Testament;  he  has  established  a 
world-known  university  with  ninety-six  instructors;  he 
has  won  the  respect  and  admiration  of  the  Chinese  people 
and  leaders  through  his  interest  and  his  usefulness  as 
a  semi-official  of  the  Chinese  Government.  The  University 
was  permitted  to  continue  in  operation  until  Pearl  Harbor 


was  raided;  since  then  it  has  been  closed,  its  plant  has 
been  seized,  its  equipment  and  library  have  been  looted, 
and  the  president — "is  living  under  house-arrest  in 
Japanese-occupied  Peiping."  But  many  of  the  faculty 
and  students  are  carrying  on  in  exile  in  West  China. 
"A  man  who  in  both  his  personal  character  and  works 
can  be  called  great  ...  is  Dr.  John  Leighton  Stuart." 


The  New  Editor  of  the  William  and  Mary 
Quarterly 

A  large  group  of  friends  and  admirers  regret  to  hear  of 
the  retirement  of  Dr.  E.  G.  Swem,  long  editor  of  the 
William  and  Mary  College  Quarterly  and  Librarian  of 
the  College.  He  has  done  much  to  merit  the  gratitude 
of  students  of  Mrginia  history.  For  years  to  come, 
scholars  will  rise  up  and  call  him  blessed  because  of  his 
patient  research  and  scholarly  writings  including  the 
monumental  "Mrginia  Historical  Index."  Many,  too, 
will  be  sorry  that  the  policy  and  scope  of  the  Quarterly 
is  to  be  changed.  The  Record's  feeling  on  these  points 
is  well  expressed  by  an  editorial  in  the  Petersburg  Progress- 
Index  in  part  as  follows:  "There  is  consolation  in  the 
fact  that  the  new  managing  editor  will  be  the  scholarly 
head  of  the  William  and  Mary  Department  of  History, 
Dr.  Richard  Lee  Morton." 

Dr.  Morton  is  one  of  the  outstanding  members  of 
Hampden-Sydney's    distinguished    Class    of    1910. 


Unto  the  Second  and  Third  Generation 

Dr.  J.  H.  C.  Winston  came  to  Hampden-Sydney  as 
head  of  the  Department  of  Chemistry  in  1899,  fresh  from 
a  course  of  training  under  Dr.  Remsur  and  his  brilliant 
corps  of  assistants  at  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Thus,  at  the  end  of  the  present  session  (1943-44),  the 
doctor  will  have  rounded  out  a  continuous  service  of 
forty-five  years  as  member  of  the  faculty  of  the  College, 
a  period  longer  than  that  of  any  other  faculty  member 
in  the  history  of  Hampden-Sydney. 

During  this  long  period,  many  students  have  passed 
through  the  doctor's  hands.  Among  them  have  been  a 
son,  a  son-in-law,  and  now  a  grandson  has  the  privilege 
of  his  grandfather's  instruction.  This  must  be  a  record 
almost  unique  anywhere.  Friends  rejoice  to  note  that 
the  teacher's  eye  is  not  dim  nor  his  natural  force  abated; 
for  in  thought  and  feeling  he  is  yet  young,  the  time  of 
even  legal  retirement  far  in  the  future. 


A  Church  Dedicated 

Dr.  George  West  Diehl,  '11,  since  March,  1932,  has 
been  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Corpus 
Christi,  Texas.  The  dedication  exercises  of  a  beautiful 
church  were  held  on  September  26,  1943.  A  pamphlet 
giving  the  order  of  the  exercises  has  been  sent  to  the 
Alumni  office.  In  this  is  found  a  brief  outline  of  Dr. 
Diehl's  life  and  work.  He  has  had  fine  advantages  of 
education  and  a  wide  experience  as  student,  teacher, 
college  president  and  pastor.  Until  this  pamphlet  was 
received,  we  did  not  know  that  his  wife  is  a  native  of 
Rockbridge  County,  Va. — Miss  Iva  Carruth  Shafer.  This 
mav  account  for  his  success  as  a  Presbyterian  minister. 
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New  Student  Constitution  Adopted 

Recently  at  a  full  meeting  of  the  Student  Body  a  new 
Constitution  was  adopted  to  replace  one  which  has  for 
many  years  been  the  fundamental  law 
of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Student  Gov- 
ernment. 

The  new  Constitution  does  not 
represent  a  complete  change  in  student 
organization.  In  many  ways  it  is 
modeled  on  the  old.  Returning  Alumni 
would  probably  remain  unaware  of 
any  radical  changes. 

As  provided  for  in  the  former 
R.  C.  CoLEBURN  Constitution,  the  Student  Council  re- 
mains the  guardian  of  the  cherished 
Hampden-Sydney  honor  system.  Divorced  from  the 
Student  Council's  jurisdiction,  however,  are  all  matters  of 
general  conduct  which  do  not  involve  the  question  of 
honor.  To  supervise  and  control  campus  life  a  Student 
Assembly  has  been  created,  representative  of  the  various 
sections  of  the  dormitories.  If  and  when  fraternities  are 
again  active  on  the  campus,  each  will  be  represented  on  the 
Student  Assembly.  Such  representations,  it  is  believed, 
will  be  welcomed  b)'  the  fraternities,  and  will  enlist  all  of 
them  equally  in  active  participation  in  Student  Govern- 
ment. 

The  characteristic  features  of  the  New  Constitution 
are  its  simplicity,  faculty-student  cooperation,  and  broad 
representation  of  all  student  groups. 

As  a  result  of  the  first  elections  held  under  the  adopted 
Constitution,  R.  Custis  Coleburn,  of  Blackstone,  Virginia, 
was  elected  President  of  the  Student  Body,  with  Robert 
C.  Goad,  of  Portsmouth,  \  irginia,  and  Hugh  O.  Wrenn, 
of  Richmond,  \  irginia,  \  ice  President  and  Secretary- 
Treasurer. 


The  Tigers  Go  to  War 

An  interesting  article  by  Hank  Wolfe,  of  the  Richmond 
News  Leader,  appeared  in  that  daily  on  October  4.

Ensign  Don  Sivell,  left  tackle,  is  in  the  Naval  reserve 
at  San  Diego,  Cal.,  and  Private  Bill  Holland  is  at  William 
and  Mary  in  the  Army  Specialized  Training  Corps.

The 
school's  authorities,  taking  into  consideration  the  exi- 
gencies of  wartime,  decided  some  time  ago  to  abandon 
competitive  football  for  the  duration. 


A  Deserved  Promotion 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Baltimore  Life  Insurance 
Company  of  Baltimore  City  announced  the  election,  on 
October  11,  1943,  of  Mr.  J.  Brookes  Smith  to  the  office 
of  first  vice  president  of  the  company.

Since  the  close  of  that 
war.  Professor  Smith  has  been  connected  with  various 
prominent  insurance  companies  as  actuary  in  which  his 
mathematical  knowledge  has  made  him  useful  and  highly 
respected.  He  and  Mrs.  Smith  still  have  friends  at 
Hampden-Sydney  who  rejoice  in  the  merited  success 
which  attended  his  career.  As  a  part  of  their  contribu- 
tion to  Hampden-Sydney  College  is  their  son,  J.  Brookes 
Smith,  Jr.,  first-honor  man  of  the  Class  of  1940,  and  now 
first  lieutenant  of  the  \].  S.  Aviation  Signal  Corps.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Smith  were  recently  at  Hampden-Sydney  to 
enter  their  son,  Rockwell,  in  College.  They  are  always 
welcome  here. 


Intimate  Acquaintance  with  Absalom 

A  friend  of  Dr.  Walter  L.  Lingle,  President  Emeritus 
of  Davidson  College,  tells  this  one: 

When  Doctor  Lingle  was  a  student  at  the  Seminary 
(then  located  at  Hampden-Sydney),  he  was  sometimes 
asked  to  supply  the  pulpit  of  the  Farmville  Presbyterian 
Church.  Even  then,  he  gave  promise  of  becoming  one  of 
the  ablest  and  most  interesting  preachers  in  our  Southern 
pulpit — a  promise  later  fulfilled.  On  one  of  these  oc- 
casions, he  was  preaching  on  Absalom,  and  to  a  large 
congregation  was  exposing  that  young  man's  many 
deficiencies  of  character.  In  front  of  the  speaker  were  his 
notes,  to  which  he  referred  every  little  while,  to  keep  him 
on  the  main  line.  But  in  his  enthusiasm,  Mr.  Lingle 
suddenly  straightened  up,  looked  over  the  congregation, 
threw  out  his  hand,  and  exclaimed,  "I  tell  vou,  brethren, 
Absalom  was  ONE  BAD  BOY!" 

And  the  ripple  of  laughter  that  went  over  the  congre- 
gation did  not  deter  the  young  preacher  from  continuing 
his  expose  of  Absalom.

•cannot  be  reconciled  in  man's  mind  does  not  prevent  them  from  being 
reconciled  in  God's  mind." 

He  makes  a  good  point  when  he  says:  "Man  is  a  free  agent.  His 
will  is  not  free  in  the  sense  that  it  is  absolutely  self-determining.  Freedom 
belongs  to  an  agent,  not  to  a  faculty."  The  preacher  states  some  hard 
problems  in  connection  with  predestination  and  gives  some  convincing 
solutions;  but  no  epitome  can  do  justice  to  the  sermon.

Necrology 


FITZGERALD.  Cabell  Flournoy  Fitzgerald,  '02,  was  the  son  of  Mr. 
Littleton  Fitzgerald,  1874,  and  Airs.  Alice  Flournoy  Fitzgerald;  and 
thus  was  a  grandson  of  Honorable  William  Cabell  Flournoy,  brilliant 
attorney  and  prominent  citizen  of  Prince  Edward  County,  \  a.,  a 
graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  of  the  Class  of  1830,  in  the 
palmy  days  of  President  Cushing. 

Cabell  Fitzgerald  was  a  journalist  by  profession  and  had  a  varied 
experience  as  assistant  editor  of  influential  papers.  Finally  he  made 
his  home  at  Lynnbrook,  Long  Island,  and  after  a  long  illness  he  died, 
aged  sixty,  at  a  hospital  in  Aleadowbrook  December  15,  1943.  Two 
sisters  and  two  brothers  survive  him.  One  of  the  latter  is  Marion  Nantz 
Fitzgerald,  1914,  of  the  firm  of  Scott  &  Stringfellow,  of  Richmond,  Va. 

BONDURANT.  Mrs.  .-\gnes  Clark  Bondurant,  widow  of  the  late 
E.  T.  Bondurant,  of  Rice,  \'a.,  died  in  Wytheville,  \'a.,  on  December 
23,  1943.  She  was  born  at  Rice,  Va.,  October  24,  1867,  the  daughter 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  L.  Clark.  Her  husband,  one  of  the  best-known 
citizens  of  Prince  Edward  County,  \'a.,  died  several  years  ago.  Mrs. 
Bondurant  was  the  mother  of  Captain  William  Thomas  Bondurant,  '18, 
of  San  Antonio,  Texas,  of  the  San  Antonio  Military  Academy  in  times 
of  peace  but  now  captain  in  the  L'.  S.  .\.  Air  Corps.  This  good  lady 
leaves  three  daughters  and  three  sons. 

WHITE.  Benjamin  Briscoe  White,  of  the  Class  of  1912,  died  in  a 
Richmond  hospital  on  November  i,  1943,  at  the  age  of  fifty-four. 
For  some  years  after  his  graduation  Mr.  White  was  a  teacher,  having 
taken  graduate  work  at  Columbia  University  with  this  in  view.  He 
taught  at  the  Greenbrier  Military  Academy,  at  Cluster  Spring  .Academy, 
at  the  Armv  and  Navv  School  at  San  Diego,  Cal.,  and  at  Harrisonburg, 
\"a. 

For  more  than  twenty  years  Mr.  White  had  been  prominent  in  the 
restaurant  business  in  Richmond,  having  served  as  president  of  the 
Virginia  State  Restaurant  Association.  While  he  had  not  been  at 
Hampden-Sydney  much  in  recent  years,  some  old  friends  here  remember 
him  as  a  faithful  student,  an  upright  man  and  a  genial  gentleman. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  before  her  marriage  Miss  Anna  F.  Cum- 
mings,  and  by  one  son,  B.  B.  White,  Jr. 

.\TKINSON.  Mrs.  Sarah  G.  .\tkinson,  widow  of  the  late  John 
Pryor  .\tkinson  and  daughter  of  Rev.  Thomas  T.  Jones,  D.  D.,  of  the 
Class  of  1855,  died  at  her  home  in  Dinwiddle  County,  \  a.,  on  November 
14,  1943.  She  was  84  years  of  age,  and,  until  she  was  stricken  with 
ill-health  some  years  ago,  hers  had  been  a  life  of  activity  spent  in  the 
efltort  to  help  her  fellowmen  and  to  do  the  work  of  the  Master,  whose 
she  was  and  whom  she  served. 

Endowed  with  tireless  energy — energy  devoted  to  the  promotion  of 
the  good  of  others  and  guided  by  unusually  fine  judgment — Mrs.  .Atkin- 
son in  her  prime  was,  in  the  section  of  the  state  in  which  she  lived,  a 
leader  in  matters  civic,  educational  and  religious.  Dinwiddle  County 
will  not  soon  see  her  like  again. 

Her  sons,  all  .Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  are:  P.  Tulane,  '07, 
treasurer  and  burden-bearer  of  the  College;  Thomas  T.,  '12,  farmer 
and  teacher;  John  Pryor,  Jr.,  '20,  ex-soldier  and  instructor;  Boiling 
Jones,  '21,  skillful  and  faithful  physician  of  Emporia,  Va.;  Rev.  Meade  R., 
'26,  pastor  at  Logan,  W.  \'a.  These  and  two  sisters — Mrs.  Craddock, 
of  Lynchburg,  and  Mrs.  Roller,  of  Arlington — carry  on  the  tradition 
of  their  good  mother  and  strive  to  walk  in  the  footsteps  of  the  gracious 
lady  who  lived  so  well  and  has  gone  to  her  reward. 

PASCO.  Judge  B.  B.  Shields,  of  the  Fourth  Circuit  of  Florida,  has 
reported  the  death  of  Dr.  James  Denham  Pasco,  '02,  which  occurred 
at  his  home  in  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  on  November  12,  1943.  Dr.  Pasco, 
son  of  the  late  U.  S.  Senator  Samuel  Pasco,  was  born  at  Monticello, 
Fla.  -After  graduating  at  Hampden-Sydney  he  received  his  medical 
degree  at  the  University  of  \'irginia;  served  as  interne  in  hospitals  in 
New  York  City  and  in  Norfolk,  Va.  In  1910,  he  settled  in  Jacksonville, 
where  he  practiced  until  his  death,  recognized  as  one  of  the  ablest 
physicians  of  the  state,  loved  and  honored  by  a  large  circle  of  friends. 
Dr.  Pasco  was  a  member  of  the  Chi  Phi  fraternity,  a  vestryman  of 
the  Episcopal  Church,  and  prominent  in  social  and  civic  clubs.  He 
leaves  a  widow — Mrs.  Dorothy  Myers  Pasco — a  son  who  is  an  .Aviation 
Cadet,  U.  S.  .A.,  two  sisters  and  a  brother.  Two  of  Dr.  Pasco's  brothers 
were  .Alumni  of  Hampden-Sydney  College:  William  D.  Pasco,  1895, 
killed  in  the  Philippines  in  1900,  and  Samuel  Pasco,  Jr.,  1897,  well- 
known  lawyer  who  died  December  22,  1940. 

WOOD.  Two  old  friends  of  Worsham  recently  passed  away.  Mrs. 
Sarah  Morton  Wood  died  on  November  13,  1943,  and  her  husband, 
George  Marshall  Wood,  died  on  the  following  Wednesday,  November 
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1 8,  1943.  These  old  residents  of  the  community  were  interested  in 
school  matters,  useful  in  public  affairs,  members  of  our  College  Church. 
They  are  survived  by  four  daughters  and  six  sons.  One  of  the  sons 
is  Corporal  John  Earl  Wood,  Class  of  1942,  in  U.  S.  k.  Air  Force  at 
Salem,  Ore. 

BL.\NTOi\.  James  Platte  Blanton,  aged  78,  of  the  Class  of  1888, 
after  a  brief  illness,  died  at  a  hospital  in  Richmond,  Va.,  November  13, 
1943.  Mr.  Blanton  was  a  native  and  Hfe-long  resident  of  Cumberland 
County,  Va.,  where  he  had  always  been  active  in  church  and  community 
affairs.  He  and  his  relatives  were  true  and  loyal  friends  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College.  His  eldest  brother.  Dr.  John  Dielle  Blanton,  was  the 
first-honor  man  of  the  Class  of  1879,  and  by  public  acclaim  was  con- 
sidered the  "first  citizen"  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  where  he  was  president 
of  the  great  Ward-Belmont  College  for  ladies.  Dr.  Joseph  Clary  Blanton, 
1891,  his  only  surviving  brother,  is  a  useful  physician  at  Varina;  Dr. 
C.  A.  Blanton,  our  valued  trustee,  is  a  first  cousin.  Mr.  Blanton  was 
buried  in  the  cemetery  of  Brown's  Presbyterian  Church  in  Cumber- 
land County.  His  wife,  Mrs.  Eliza  D.  Blanton,  and  several  nieces 
and  nephews  survive. 

PRILLAMAN.  Henry  Alfred  Prillaman,  '31,  was  killed  on  October 
20,  1943,  by  the  explosion  of  a  hot  water  tank  at  Cheatham  Annex, 
the  new  Naval  Supply  Depot  near  Williamsburg,  \'a.  No  reason  for 
the  explosion  has  been  published. 

Mr.  Prillaman  married  June  25,  1932,  at  Howerton,  Va.,  Miss  Lucy  D. 
Fogg.  She,  with  two  daughters — Suzanne  and  Mary  Jane — survive. 
He  is  survived  also  by  his  parents,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  C.  Prillaman,  of 
Callaway,  Va.,  and  by  six  sisters  and  four  brothers. 

PUTNEY.  James  Lee  Putney,  aged  82,  died  at  his  home  in  Farm- 
viUe,  Va.,  October  14,  1943.  Mr.  Putney  was  widely  known  in  business, 
civic  and  religious  circles  in  this  section  of  Virginia.  He  was  the  father 
of  James  Wiley  Putney,  '24,  and  of  the  wives  of  the  following  .Alumni 
of  Hampden-Sydney  College;  Richard  Jones  Reid,  '15,  of  Durham, 
N.  C;  Elijah  Baker  HI,  '31,  of  Hampton,  and  Lloyd  Staton  Noel,  '35. 
of  Norfolk,  Va.  Funeral  services  were  held  at  the  Baptist  Church  in 
Farmville,  Va.,  and  interment  was  in  the  cemetery  there. 

CR.A^L  Mrs.  Ralph  .Adams  Cram,  widow  of  the  famous  architect, 
died  September  30,  1943,  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  aged  69.  She  was  before 
her  marriage  Miss  Elizabeth  Carrington  Read,  born  in  Farmville,  the 
daughter  of  Captain  Clement  Carrington  Read,  of  the  Class  of  1857, 
and  Mrs.  Mary  Carrington  Johnson  Read.  Her  distinguished  husband 
died  about  one  year  before  his  wife.  She  is  survived  by  brothers  and 
sisters,  a  son  and  daughters,  and  a  large  circle  of  relatives.  To  her 
kindred  at  Hampden-Sydney  The  Record  extends  sincere  sympathy. 

HUBARD.  Philip  Eugene  Hubard,  Class  of  1900,  was  born  in  Farm- 
ville, Va.,  March  31,  1878,  and  died  at  Hampden-Sydney  October  17, 
1943.  His  parents  were  the  late  Colonel  Robert  T.  Hubard  and  Mrs. 
Sallie  Edmunds  Hubard  of  "Chellowe,"  Buckingham  County,  Va. 

Mr.  Hubard's  health  was  never  very  robust.  .\s  a  young  man  he 
was  engaged  in  the  tobacco  business  with  the  R.  J.  Reynolds  Tobacco 
Company.  Later  he  farmed  at  "Chellowe,"  the  ancestral  home.  At 
times  he  made  his  home  with  his  sisters,  Mrs.  John  B.  Henneman,  at 
"Indian  Gap,"  and  Mrs.  .\.  J.  Terrell,  who  then  lived  at  "Bear  Garden." 
The  latter  had  recently  come  to  make  her  home  at  Hampden-Sj'dney 
and  her  brother  accompanied  her. 

The  end  came  suddenly.  He  had  seemed  in  his  usual  health  and 
had  dined  with  his  brother  and  sisters.  Later  in  the  afternoon  he  com- 
plained of  feeling  unwell  and  passed  away  before  a  physician  could 
reach  him.  He  is  survived  by  the  two  sisters  already  mentioned,  by 
two  brothers — Honorable  Robert  T.  Hubard,  of  "Chellowe,"  and  Rev. 
Lyttleton  E.  Hubard,  D.  D.,  of  Elizabeth  City,  N.  J.,  and  by  nephews 
and  nieces. 

Mr.  Hubard  was  a  man  of  fine  intellect,  a  gentleman  of  courteous 
bearing,  and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  all  who  enjoyed  his  friendship. 
The  interment  was  in  the  family  graveyard  at  "Chellowe,"  where  many 
of  his  forebears  and  kindred  sleep. 

SCOTT.  Herbert  Kinsolving  Scott  was  a  member  of  the  Students 
Army  Training  Corps  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  World  War  I;  later  he 
was  a  student  at  the  Virginia  Polytechnic  Institute  and  still  later  was 
a  merchandise  broker  with  C.  L.  Barksdale  Companv  in  Petersburg, 
Va. 

His  brother,  James  G.  Scott,  '09,  has  been  kind  enough  to  give  the 
information  that  Herbert  died  in  Petersburg  on  March  5,  1943. 

GODSEY.  Walter  Ray  Godsey,  of  Lynchburg,  Va.,  Bachelor  of  Arts 
of  the  Class  of  1939,  teacher  and  coach  at  Halifax  High  School  before 
entering  the  U.  S.  Army,  was  reported  as  "missing"  in  the  North 
African  Area  on  September  2,  1943.  On  October  7,  1943,  he  was  listed 
by  the  War  Department  as  "killed  in  action  in  the  North  African- 


Sicilian  Area."  He  was  a  stalwart  young  man,  a  useful  first  sergeant, 
and  a  promising  soldier.  Many  friends  mourn  his  loss,  but  they  are 
sure  that  his  face  was  towards  the  front. 

GRAHAM.  In  September,  1943,  the  Navy  Department  reported 
that  Lieutenant  Frank  Campbell  Graham  had  been  killed  in  action. 
Previously  it  had  been  stated  that  he  was  missing.  No  details  have 
reached  The  Record. 

The  lieutenant  was  the  son  of  our  good  friend,  James  Montgomery 
Graham,  of  the  Class  of  igo6,  banker  in  Wytheville,  Va.,  and  thus  was 
nephew  of  Robert  Calvin  Graham,  '06,  and  of  Dr.  William  Tate  Graham, 
1894,  the  distinguished  orthopedic  surgeon  of  Richmond,  Va. 

Lieutenant  Graham's  widow,  Mrs.  Marion  Umberger  Graham,  resides 
in  Wytheville. 

T\'^LER.  Major  Stockton  Heth  Tyler,  of  the  Class  of  1893,  aged  69, 
died  in  a  hospital  in  Radford,  Va.,  September  5,  1943.  A'lajor  Tyler 
was  a  well-known  lawyer  of  Norfolk,  Va.,  where  he  had  spent  most  of 
his  professional  life.  He  was  a  son  of  the  late  J.  Hoge  Tyler,  Governor 
of  Virginia,  and  had  been  a  marked  man  in  Norfolk  for  many  years. 
The  Richmond  Nezvs-Leader  of  September  6,  1943,  thus  enumerates 
some  of  his  official  positions:  "A  member  of  the  Norfolk  City  Council 
from  1924  to  1932,  he  was  mayor  from  September,  1924,10  January, 
193 1.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Bar  Association  and  of  the 
-American  Bar  .Association  and  a  past  president  of  the  Norfolk-Ports- 
mouth Bar  Association.  He  also  served  as  vice  chairman  of  the  Elizabeth 
River  Tunnel  Commission  and  of  the  Norfolk-Portsmouth  Industrial 
Commission,  and  was  vice  president  of  the  Norfolk  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce and  was  also  a  member  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee." He  was  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  and  general  counsel 
of  the  Seaboard  Citizens  National  Bank,  and  for  thirty  years  he  had 
been  teacher  of  the  McLaughlin  Bible  Class,  a  committee  of  which 
were  the  active  pallbearers  at  the  funeral.  Major  Tyler  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  three  sons  and  three  daughters. 

Cook.  Robert  Milton  Cook,  '22,  member  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C.  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  in  1918,  died  on  September  17,  1943,  at  St. 
Augustine,  Fla.,  following  an  operation  for  appendicitis.  He  had  been 
in  the  U.  S.  A.  until  recently  when  he  was  honorably  discharged.  His 
wife,  before  her  marriage  in  1925,  Miss  Carolyn  Stone,  a  son,  Robert, 
and  a  daughter,  Betty  Lee,  survive.  Burial  services  were  held  in  St. 
.Augustine. 

HARVIE.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  S.  Harvie,  of  Richmond,  \'a.,  were 
fatally  injured  and  died  in  Richmond,  Va.,  August  29,  1943.  Mr. 
Harvie,  driver  of  his  car,  was  stung  by  a  bee,  and  the  car,  out  of  control, 
crashed  into  a  telegraph  pole.  Mrs.  Harvie  died  about  12:30  P.  M., 
and  her  husband  t'lree  hours  later.  Mr.  Harvie  was  a  member  of  the 
real  estate  firm  of  L.  E.  and  J.  S.  Harvie,  and  had  been  active  and 
prominent  in  the  business  life  of  Richmond  for  many  years.  Mrs. 
Harvie  was  before  her  marriage  Miss  Elizabeth  Carrington,  of  Clarks- 
ville,  \'a.  These  good  friends  were  the  parents  of  Lewis  Edwin  Harvie, 
'30,  lieutenant,  L".  S.  A.,  and  of  John  Skelton  Harvie,  Jr.,  '34,  of 
Richmond. 

RENNIE.  Rev.  Joseph  Rennie,  D.  D.,  of  the  Class  of  i8S5,died, 
aged  83,  in  Staunton,  Va.,  on  September  30,  1943.  He  began  his  active 
ministry  in  1888  and  retired  in  1935,  having  held  pastorates  in  four 
states  and  having  been  prominent  and  useful  in  them  all.  He  was  a 
trustee  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  for  nine  years  (1904-1913)  and 
was  always  interested  in  his  Alma  Mater.  The  last  visit  here  was  to 
make  the  presentation  address  of  a  portrait  of  the  late  Dr.  Robert  Lewis 
Dabney — a  gift  of  the  family  of  that  distinguished  scholar  and  theologian. 
Since  Dr.  Rennie  retired  from  the  active  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  he 
had  made  his  home  in  Raleigh,  N.  C,  with  a  daughter,  Mrs.  Robert  J. 
Wyatt.  The  surviving  children,  in  addition  to  Mrs.  Wyatt,  are  Mrs. 
N.  V.  Carson,  of  San  Antonio,  Texas;  Mrs.  L.  L.  Rose,  of  Charlotte, 
H.  C,  and  Joseph  Rennie,  Jr.,  of  Little  Rock,  .Ark. 

WHALEA'.  Delayed  news  has  been  received  of  the  death  of  William 
Owen  Whaley,  '11.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of  the  late  Dr.  Fred  S. 
Whaley,  of  the  Class  of  1877,  and  Mrs.  Whaley,  who  was  so  long  a 
valued  and  useful  resident  of  Hampden-Sydney.  The  middle-aged 
.Alumni  will  remember  the  charming  home  of  Mrs.  Whaley,  when  she 
resided  with  her  four  sons — William  Owen,  '11;  Henry  Easley,  '12; 
John  Hughes,  '18,  and  Leigh  Carrington,  '21.  William  became  interested 
in  chemistry,  took  graduate  work  in  that  subject,  and  was  assistant 
chemist  in  Eldorado,  Mexico;  then  for  years  chief  chemist  for  the  firm  of 
Penick  and  Ford,  dealers  in  sugar  and  molasses  in  New  Orleans,  La. 
He  died  July  5,  1943,  in  New  Orleans.  On  March  6,  1918,  he  married 
Miss  .Adele  C.  Seay,  who  with  one  son,  William  O.,  Jr.,  survives.  That 
son  is  now  fighting  his  country's  battles  in  the  Southwest  Pacific  and 
thus  keeping  up  the  family  tradition,  his  father  and  all  his  uncles  having 
served  with  distinction  in  World  War  I. 
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LACEY.  Carl  Raymond  Lacey,  '28,  was  killed  July  19,  1943,  when 
he  fell  from  a  wagon  loaded  with  hay,  near  Newcastle,  Ind.  The  wheels 
passed  over  his  head  and  crushed  his  skull.  He  was  buried  at  Marion, 
Ind.,  on  July  22d.  The  poor  fellow  entered  Hampden-Sydney  College 
from  Madisonville,  Va.,  where  his  family  once  resided.  His  father, 
the  late  Arthur  Lacey,  having  subsequently  died,  the  family  moved  to 
the  middle  west.  His  mother's  present  address  is:  Mrs.  Arthur  Lacey, 
312  West  Main  Street,  Wyoming,  111. 

HANNAH.  Dr.  Uriah  Hevener  Hannah,  of  the  Class  of  1905,  aged 
sixty-two  years,  died  in  Cass,  W.  Va.,  October  8,  1943.  He  belonged 
to  the  "Gravel  Hill"  family  of  Hannahs — his  father  being  Captain 
Samuel  B.  Hannah,  of  the  Class  of  1862,  and  his  grandfather,  Mr. 
George  V.  Hannah,  being  the  courtly  master  of  that  fine  estate  in 
Charlotte  County,  Va. 

Dr.  Hannah  was  a  graduate  of  the  old  University  College  of  Medicine 
in  Richmond,  Va.,  and  had  practiced  his  profession  with  fidelity  and 
success  for  more  than  thirty-six  years. 

He  married  Miss  Laura  L.  Bock,  who,  with  five  daughters,  is  left 
to  mourn  the  loss  of  a  good  and  useful  man,  one  who  took  time  for 
public  service  and  spent  his  life  for  others. 

DAY.  Mrs.  Rosalie  Sunderland  Day  was  born  at  Batavia,  N.  Y. , 
June  II,  1853,  and  died  at  the  home  of  her  son.  Rev.  Sherwood  Sun- 
derland Day,  in  Amherst,  Va.,  November  3,  1943.  She  was  a  daughter 
of  the  Rev.  Byron  Sunderland,  D.  D.,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Elizabeth  Tom- 
linson  Sunderland,  who  were  both  natives  of  Vermont.  She  married 
the  late  Orrin  Day,  Esq.,  of  Catskill,  N.  Y.,  October  30,  1878.  Mrs. 
Day  is  survived  by  one  son,  two  daughters — Mrs.  Asa  D.  Watkins 
(Dorothea  Day)  and  Miss  Rosalie  Day — and  two  grandchildren,  Asa 
Dupuy  Watkins,  Jr.,  '37,  and  Miss  Julia  D.  Watkins. 

In  recent  years  Mrs.  Day  had  spent  much  time  at  Hampden-Sydney, 
where  her  marked  personality  made  for  her  many  friends  who  deem 
it  a  privilege  to  have  known  her  and  who  will  miss  her. 

Mrs.  Day  was  vigorous  in  mind,  charming  in  manner,  consecrated 
in  spirit.  A  Christian  character  like  hers  does  more  to  impress  upon 
the  world  the  solemn  realities  of  life  and  the  great  verities  of  the  Bible 
than  do  pages  of  apologetics  and  columns  of  dialectic  discussion. 

Her  bodily  presence  has  gone  from  us;  but  her  influence  remains.

WHITWELL.  George  Miller  Whitwell,  of  the  Class  of  1894,  was  born 
in  1874  and  died  April  17,  1943.  For  many  years  he  was  a  prominent 
and  prosperous  business  man  in  Washington,  D,  C. 


Thornton  Stringfellow,  Class  of  1943 

This  young  man,  Technical  Sergeant  with  the  8th  Air 
Force  in  England  since  June,  1943,  was  first  radio 
operator  and  gunner  on  a  Flying  Fortress.  He  is  the  son 
of  Dr.  and  Mrs.  James  L.  Stringfellow,  of  Culpeper,  Va. 
On  October  21,  1943,  his  parents  received  the  message 
that  he  was  "missing  in  action."  On  November  nth 
they  were  notified  that  he  was  a  prisoner  of  war  of  the 
German  Government.  Before  the  accident  he  had  re- 
ceived the  "Air  Medal"  and  three  "Oak  Leaf  Clusters." 


Casual  Acquaintance  with  Ruth 

In  a  letter  to  Doctor  Eggleston,  Dr.  WilHam  B.  Mc- 
Ilwaine,  Jr.,  '05,  gave  his  recollections  of  special  religious 
services  held  in  College  Church  when  he  was  a  student 
here.  Doctor  Mcllwaine  concludes  his  letter  with  the 
paragraph: 

"These  are  some  of  my  recollections  of  religious  services 
while  I  was  a  student  there.  But  I  must  add  this  one 
memory.  Edgar  Gammon  was  due  to  speak  at  Mid  - 
Week  Service.  Topic:  Ruth.  Quite  a  number  of  us  were 
on  hand  to  hear  his  maiden  effort.  He  got  a  running  start, 
carried  on  at  lightning  speed  for  something  like  three 
minutes  flat,  and  wound  up  with  these  words,  'That  is 
all  I  know  about  Ruth'." 


"Shorty"  Beale,  '42,  Fights  and 
Tutors  in  Solomons 

In  a  long  and  interesting  letter  to  Recording  Secretary  Walker,  dated 
27th  of  November,  1943  and  received  at  Hampden-Sydney  January  i, 
1944,  Charles  H.  ("Shorty"!  Beale  gives  glimpses  of  his  life  in  the 
Solomons.  He  has  been  out  there  ten  months  and,  as  he  is  with  a  veteran 
outfit  of  the  Marine  Corps,  has  been  right  in  the  combat  zone.  He  has 
been  wounded  and  is  up  for  the  Purple  Heart.  He  writes:  "I  was  on  the 
same  landing  in  which  Berryman  (Lt.  Maynard  W.,  '33.  See  page  8, 
October,  1943  Record)  who  used  to  be  at  Hampden-Sydney  was 
wounded.  I  did  not  see  him,  but  was  near  his  ship  most  of  the  time  .  .  . 
For  two  months  we  lived  in  mud  about  a  foot  deep  and  the  Nips  were 
after  us  every  night.  They  usually  got  the  worst  of  the  bargain.  The 
4th  of  July  was  a  real  one  with  all  the  fire-works,  but  no  fried  chicken. 
-\  lot  of  Japs  did  not  get  to  the  chow  line  that  evening  ...  In  my 
leisure  time  I  am  helping  some  boys  with  their  Chemistry.  Some  of  them 
have  never  been  to  college,  but  hope  to  after  this  is  over  out  here.  I 
wonder  if  you  could  scrape  me  up  a  few  Chemistry  texts  from  Doctors 
Winston  and  Frierson  and  send  them  to  me  .  .  .  We  haven't  seen  a 
pay-master  in  eight  months  and  no  one  in  the  outfit  has  a  dime,  but  as 
soon  as  I  am  paid  off  I  shall  send  a  contribution  to  the  Alumni  Fund. 
Remember  me  to  all  my  friends  at  the  little  'Naval  Academy'  ..."

Athletics

Our  sports  program  for  this  past  fall  has  been  confined 
to  a  very  comprehensive  intramural  and  physical  educa- 
tion program.  Touch  football  was  carried  on  between 
thirteen  Navy  and  civilian  teams.  The  same  teams  are 
now  in  the  midst  of  their  basket  ball  schedule.  At  the 
same  time  we  have  a  varsity  team  in  basket  ball  repre- 
senting the  College  as  in  the  past.  They  are  playing  one 
of  the  most  difficult  schedules  ever  undertaken  by  teams. 
With  no  letter  men  returning  and  only  one  man,  Tex 
Gaster,  who  has  ever  played  college  ball  before,  the  team 
has  not  had  a  successful  season.  However,  the  squad  is 
showing  improvement  with  each  game  and  only  this  past 
week  (January  20th)  lost  to  the  University  of  Virginia 
by  four  points,  lost  to  the  strong  Quantico  Marine  team 
by  six  points,  and  then  defeated  the  University  of  Mary- 
land by  the  score  of  51  to  43.  Bill  Cantwell,  a  transfer 
from  George  Washington  University  freshmen,  is  acting 
captain  and  is  by  far  the  best  player  on  the  squad.  Joe 
Voight  and  Joe  Walters,  two  Wisconsin  boys,  are  holding 
down  the  guard  positions;  Harry  Bond,  at  forward  and 
Clarence  Rader,  at  center,  comprise  a  list  of  the  players 
who  are  seeing  the  most  service.  All  of  these  boys  are 
members  of  our  V-12  LInit. 

The  big  news  of  this  article,  however,  is  the  fact  that 
we  will  be  represented  on  the  football  gridiron  next  fall. 
It  is  planned  to  have  an  abbreviated  schedule  of  not 
more  than  five  games.  Tentative  dates  have  already 
been  arranged  with  the  University  of  Alaryland,  Rich- 
mond University  and  V.  M.  I.  The  schedule  will  start 
with  the  first  game  on  September  i6th  and  end  October 
14th.  After  that  come  the  examinations  and  a  eight-day 
furlough  period  for  the  Navy  boys. 

This  spring  we  will  have  a  baseball  team  and  the 
schedule  is  in  the  process  of  being  arranged.  However, 
it  is  not  possible  to  say  much  about  the  prospects  as 
only  one  letter  man,  Nubby  Gouldin,  will  be  on  hand 
when  the  first  call  for  candidates  is  issued.
